The  Methodist  Church 

June  12,  1924 — This  Methodist  Conference 

expresses  its  continued  confidence  in  the  Ontario 
Temperance  Act,  and  we  heartily  commend  the  en¬ 
ergy  and  impartiality  of  Hon.  W.  F.  Nickle,  and 
urge  all  citizens  to  render  assistance  to  him.  Should 
the  plebiscite  be  taken  we  are  confident  that  our 
people  will  rally  to  the  cause.  The  committee  ask 
also  that  scientific  temperance  teaching  be  revived 
in  our  public  schools. 

The  Presbyterian  Church 

June  6,  1924 — Whereas,  notwithstanding  the 
difficulties  in  the  way,  the  Ontario  Temperance 
Act  has  proved  to  be  of  great  assistance  in  im¬ 
proving  the  economic,  social  and  moral  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  people  of  Ontario,  therefore,  the 
General  Assembly  is  of  the  opinion  that  before  the 
electorate  is  asked  to  express  judgment  on  the  merits 
of  the  Ontario  Temperance  Act,  this  law  should  be 
given  reasonable  time,  under  the  most  favorable 
conditions,  and  that  unless  requested  by  such 
disinterested  organizations  as  Boards  of  Trade, 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  Wholesale  and  Retail 
Merchants’  Associations,  National  Councils  of 
Women,  etc.,  no  action  be  taken, looking  to  the  repeal 
of  this  act. 

The  Salvation  Army  (1924). 

Col.  Henry  E.  Otway,  Men’s  Social  Secretary: 
I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  dated  April  26.  having 
reference  to  the  Ontario  Temperance  Act,  and  de¬ 
sire  to  assure  you  that  we  shall  be  only  too  pleased 
to  co-operate  in  any  way  possible  and  do  all  that 
can  be  done  to  strengthen  the  position  of  the 
Ontario  Temperance  Act. 

St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Church. 

Rev.  Father  L.  Minehan  (April  15, 1924) :  No  sup¬ 
porter  of  the  so-called  Liberty  League  has  a  more 
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passionate  love  for  liberty  than  I  entertain,  but 
by  degrees  it  was  driven  home  to  me  that  intoxicat¬ 
ing  drink  was  true  liberty’s  worst  foe.  Its  slaves  are  the 
bane  of  my  priestly  life.  I  saw  men  bound  by  every 
obligation  of  law,  principle  and  religion,  bound  hand 
and  foot  and  dragged  into  the  gutter  by  that  arch 
slave  driver.  Embezzlement,  obscenity,  domestic  un¬ 
happiness — all  the  array  of  sins  with  which  I  had  to 
deal  could  be,  in  most  instances  traced  to  the  bottle, 
and,  used,  even  in  a  most  moderate  way  it  had  a 
deteriorating  effect.  When  experience  showed  the 
unsatisfactoriness  of  such  measure  of  restraint  of 
license  reduction  and  the  inefficiency  of  local  option 
I  was  driven  to  the  conclusion  that  the  total 
prohibition  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicat¬ 
ing  drink  for  beverage  purposes  is  the  only  way  to 
deal  with  an  enemy  so  insidious  and  destructive. 

Toronto  streets  are  very  different  to-day  from 
what  they  were  ten  years  ago,  and  I  shudder  to 
think  of  what  they  would  be  to-day,  after  the 
dreadful  aftermath  of  the  war,  had  we  the  same 
facilities  for  strong  drink  as  we  had  ten  years  ago, 
and  am  agreeably  surprised  at  the  measure  of  success 
achieved  and  heartened  to  go  on  with  the  fight  of 
winning  real  nationwide  and  worldwide  prohibition. 

The  Anglican  Church. 

The  Bishop  of  Toronto,  Right  Rev.  James 
Sweeny,  in  his  address  before  the  Anglican  Synod, 
June  3,  1924:  Discussing  the  agitation  over  the 
Ontario  Temperance  Act,  he  urges  Anglicans,  both 
clerical  and  lay  brethren  should  weigh  the  situation 
with  the  utmost  care  and  take  into  consideration 
changed  conditions  since  prohibition,  before  making 
any  decision  concerning  possible  changes  in  the  act, 
bearing  in  mind  some  of  the  altered  conditions  of 
better  and  happier  home  life,  better  and  quieter 
hotel  accommodation,  greater  orderliness  and  less 


grounds  for  pity  and  disgust  on  the  public  highways 
and  streets  of  our  great  and  congested  city,  less 
poverty  and  pauperism  with  an  increase  of  thrift, 
and  above  all,  more  hopeful  conditions  under  which 
workers  can  carry  on  social  and  moral  reform  work. 

The  Baptist  Church  (1923). 

Resolved  that  this  Baptist  Convention  of  Ontario 
and  Quebec  reaffirms  its  conviction  that  Dominion¬ 
wide  prohibition  of  the  manufacture, importation, ex¬ 
portation,  transportation  or  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors 
for  beverage  purposes  is  the  only  effective  means 
of  dealing  with  this  great  evil;  that  it  records  its 
satisfaction  with  steps  recently  taken  to  unify  the 
temperance  forces  of  our  Dominion  in  the  effort  to 
suppress  the  traffic  throughout  our  country ;  viz :  The 
formation  of  the  Canadian  Prohibition  Federation, 
and  that  we  pledge  anew  our  hearty  co-operation  in 
the  fight  for  Dominion  prohibition. 

First  Church  Of  Christ  Scientists. 

March  6th,  1924. — Resolved,  that  the  board  of 
Directors  of  this  Church  places  itself  on  record  as 
being  opposed  to  a  referendum  vote  on  the  question 
of  liquor.  It  is  also  opposed  to  Government  control 
of  liquor  on  the  grounds  that  experience  shows  that 
it  does  not  control  it  in  the  sense  of  making  people 
temperate  in  the  localization  of  which  it  is  operative. 
This  Board  is  emphatically  in  favor  of  the  Ontario 
Temperance  Act  and  urges  a  more  rigid  enforcement 
of  it. 


Congregational  Church  (1923). 

In  regarding  prohibition,  we  would  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  splendid  results,  which  have  al¬ 
ready  been  derived  from  its  enforcement  in  various 
Provinces.  These  results  are  only  partial,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  what  might  be  if  we  could  secure  a 
Federal  prohibitory  law,  which  is  what  we  aim  for.
